The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  WalHngford,  who  are  voters 
ill  town  meeting,  are  hereby  warned  to  meet  at  the  town  house 
in  Wallingford,  on  Tuesday,  the  third  (3d)  day  of  March,  A. 
D.  1 89 1,  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  to  transact  the  following  busi- 
ness, viz :  1 

1.  To  hear  the  several  reports  to  be  submitted. 

2.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  town  officers  a 
salary,  and  if  so,  how  much. 

4.  To  vote  to  raise  money  by  tax  or  otherwise,  for  the 
schools,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  year 
ensuing ;  also  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  town  bonds,  due 
July  I,  1891  and  Jan.  i,  1892;  and  bonds  coming  due  Jan.  i, 
1892. 

5.  To  vote  if  the  taxes  shall  be  paid  to  the  town  treasurer, 
under  Act  of  1880,  or  vote  directions  to  the  collector  to  de- 
duct a  per  cent,  and  to  fix  such  per  cent  to  be  deducted  if 
taxes  are  paid  by  a  certain  time,  to  be  fixed  by  said  meeting ; 
or  vote  some  other  method  for  the  collection  of  taxes. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  set  the  real  estate  and 
Grand  List  of  C.  C.  Hawkins  and  son  from  School  District 
No.  8  to  School  District  No.  9. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  repair  the  town  hall,  and 
to  raise  money  for  that  purpose. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  new  house  on 
the  town  farm,  or  to  repair  the  old  one  ;  and  to  raise  money 
for  what  the  town  may  vote  to  do. 

9.  To  transact  any  other  business  proper  when  met.
